Whereas, it is apprehended that assemblies , 
processions and morchas are likely to be taken out in 
the vicinity of the New Assembly Complex at Porvorim 
during the 2nd Session of 2004 of 4th Goa Legislative 
Assembly commencing from 28-6-2004 to 2-8-2004 , 
which will not only pose a traffic problem but also 
cause disturbance to the peaceful functioning of the 
Assembly . 


in any public places , streets , roads, square , 
thoroughfare , by-lane or in any open space within 
300 metres around the new Assembly Complex at 
Porvorim and further direct that the above restrictions 
shall not apply to public servants on duty and to 
bonafide marriage or funeral processions or any 
special occasions which in the opinion of the District 
Magistrate /Additional District Magistrate /Sub - Divisional 
Magistrate is genuine and for which prior permission 
in writing has been obtained from the District 
Magistrate / Additional District Magistrate or the 
Sub -Divisional Magistrate concerned . 


And Whereas, I am satisfied that adoption of 
immediate preventive measure is necessary for the 
maintenance of public peace and tranquility ; 


This order shall come into force with effect from 
10.00 a . m . of 28-6-2004 to 2-8-2004 and shall remain in 
force till the Assembly Session is over. 


And Whereas , I am satisfied that there are sufficient 
grounds for proceeding under Section 144 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure , 1973 and that the circumstances 
do not admit of serving notice individually ;
